Says Prisoners There W ould Have Starved Except 


For Food Sent to Them by the Red Cross and 


Y. M. C. A. 


Stockholm , Oct. 177.— The first American to escape from a Ger 


man prison cam p housing prisoners taken by the G erm an raider Moewe 


reached here today after six waterless days, being concealed in the 


hold of a ship arriving from Kiel. 


He is W illet Charles Smith, of Norwalk, Conn- 


“ None of the American prisoners at Lubeck has died," he declared, 


“ but their lives were on ly saved by packages sent from kind-hearted 


Britishers via Berne. 


Guards Against Kaiser. 


“ Our guards at Lubeck w eren ’t for the war. T hey would say: T o 


hell with the Kaiser; this is a rich m a n ’s war in G erm any; w e want it 


en d ed .’ ” 


Smith was the happiest man in the world w hen he reached S tock ­ 


holm and freedom . 


“ You can tell the folks back hom e," he said “ that Barney Boyle, 


of D es Moines, Bill Fitzgerald, of New York, Oscar Bird, of Charles­ 


ton, W. Va., and W alter and Harry Mason, both of Baltimore, art 


still in Lubeck prison and all doing fairly well, all things considered.” 


Without Water Six Days. 


Fed up with all the good things fellow-A m ericans could offer him 


here after all the lean, near-starvation days of his prison cam p fare 


and six very, very m eager days of Spartan-like rations without water 


while he hid in the utter darkness of the vessel which brought 
him 


here, Smith blossom ed out today into the w orld ’s greatest exponent 


of happiness. He laughed aw ay his tribulations and hardships in tlu 


cam p and in escaping- 


“ H ow did w e com e to'land in a G erm an prison? W ell w e— that 


is, the bunch I’ve just m entioned— all met in Baltimore last winter 


W e had a good m any drinks one day and in wandering around w e saw 


a sign, ‘Men wanted to ship to Liverpool on a British steam er.’ 


“ On the spur of the m om ent and the inspired daredevil spirit, we 


joined. 


Captured By Raider. 


“ Our outbound trip was fine business. But com in g hom e our ship 


was captured by the G erm an cruiser M oewe. 
W e 
were all herded 


aboard her and taken to Kiel. There we were put ashore with 5 o o oth ­ 


ers. Later w e were transferred to a prison ca m p .” 


Smith stopped to chuckle reminiscently. 


“ I spent fourteen days in a dark cell for one previous unsuccessful 


attempt to esca p e,” he remarked. 


And he laughed again, louder than ever. 


“ You know, our gang of fellow s w ho joined up that winter day in 


Baltimore often wished in cam p that Baltimore had gone dry last 


N ovem ber. 


“ I was loading a G erm an ship with fertilizer when m y chance cam e 


to escape. I hid m yself in the sm elly hold, and here I am. 1 didn’t have 


any water for six days, but I’m here.”

OF SMITH'S ESCAPE 


W ashington. 
Oct. 
17.— Minister 
Morris at Stockholm cabled the State 
departm ent today news of the arrival 
there of W illet Smith of Norwalk. 
Conn., who escaped from a German 
internm ent camp at Kiel and brought 
word th a t American 
prisoners 
in 
Germany would have starved but for 
food seut them by the Red Cross and 
Y. M. C. A. 
•Smith was a horse 
man on the 
B ritish steam er Esmeralda which was 
captured 
by the 
German 
raider 
'Moewe and was carried to Germany 
just before the United States broke 
diplom atic relations with that coun­ 
try. 
No details concerning his es­ 
cape are given in the message. 
“ Smith state d’ said a State 
de­ 
partm ent statem en t a nnouncin g 
the 
news, “ th a t Without the food sent 
by the Y. M. C. A. nd Red Cross pris­ 
oners would not have be^n able to 
live as the daily food ration to them 
consists of tt slice of black sour bread 
and a drink of cold coffee for break­ 
fast, and for dinner and supper about 
a pint and a half of warm soup, ap- 
•parertlv 
consisting of wate r 
and 
turnips.*'

Teutons Push 


Russians In 
Riga Region 


Although American torpedo 
boat 
destroyers have covered 
nearly 
a 
million miles since the United States 
entered the war, crossing the ocean, 
convoying vessels and trailin g su b ­ 
marines,. only recently lias a Ger­ 
man subm arine 
succeeded in 
doing 
one of them any dam age witli n tor­ 
pedo. 


T he attack occurred somewhere in 
tiie w a r zone Wednesday but though 
the destroyer was badly damaged she 
was able to make iwirt. Only one man, 
a g u n n e r ’s mate, was killed l>v being 
blown overboard by the force of the 
explosion of the torpedo. Five others 
\e re injured. 


Germans Hold Oesel. 
The Germans are now entirely in 
'ossession of the island of Oesel at 
the head of the Gulf of Riga and the 
Russian forces there still are cut off 
w ithout communication from Potro- 
grad. Small naval enga gements con­ 
tinue in the adjacent w ate rs and Ger­ 
man air craft is ca rry in g out recon ­ 
naissances over the islands 
in 
the 
Gulf of Riga and over the mainla nd 
to the east. Pernau, an Impo rtant gulf 
port to the north of. Riga and due east 
of Oesel island, has been bombed by 
the German naval airships. The Ber­ 
lin w ar office declares large q u a n ti­ 
ties of booty were captu red on Oesel 
and th a t moretlian 1100 Oprlsoners 
were taken by the Germans Wednes­ 
day. 
On the mainland to the south 
of 
Riga there lias been considerable ac­ 
tivity on the part of the Germans 
who at one point endeavored to throw 
.i pontoon bridge over the 
Dvina 
river. The Russian artillery, 
how ­ 
ever, prevented th e bridg ing of the 
stream. 


Prepare Naval Attack. 
Reports, which if true, probably in ­ 
dicate th at the Germans are prep ar­ 
ing for a big naval 
demonstration 
against Russia from the Baltic, come 
from Malmö in southe rn Sweden. It 
says th at a large nu m b er of German 
warships were observed Monday and 
Tuesday and th at the belief is prev­ 
alent th a t they were reinforcements 
for the German battle fleet. 
The e*pe< ted renewal of the great 
offensive by the British and French 
troops in Belgium lias not yet taken 
place. Heavy bo mbardments and re- 
connoitering encounters however are 
still prevalent. There has been only 
bombardments on the sou thern front 
in F ra n c e and in the Austro-B ilian
